11, brings arou nd the 175th 
re tu rn of the birthd ay of A lexander 
H am ilton, w hem Chief Ju stice M a r ­ 
shall rank ed next

him self in greatness a nd im portance 
in the critical days of our earlier 
history. 
C ertainly H am ilton was one of the 
m ost brilliant of 
all 
W ashington’s 
aides and advisers. 
His 
d ram atic 
career has lent itself to fiction and 
d ram a, and no critic or historian of 
ou r rise as a nation can cover tha t

the m ost elaborate 
atte ntion to H am ilton. 
A lexander H am ilton, we are told 
by the U nited S tates George W a s h­ 
ington 
B icentennial 
Commission, 
was bom , a B ritish subject, on the 
Island of Nevis, in the W esl Indies, 
on Ja n. 11, 1757. 
Left poor in his 
boyhood, lik e W ashington 
himself, 
H am ilton was throw n uixm the care 
of relatives w ho placed him in the 
employ of one Nicholas Crugor.
